T HE government is always wrong. When it 
jumps at the taxpayers like a big tousled dog, 
anxious to please, someone kicks it in the jaw and 
someone ehie steps on its feet.

Perhaps we cook) set an example to the world 
by creating an immigration court where people 
could get a hearing before a judge—either in pub- 
le or private—and an “accused” immigrant could 
be confronted with specific charges made by real 
people. 

Entering a country is a privilege, not a right. 
Even on that basis, however, it would be fair to 
notify a would-be resident of the reasons why we 
don’t want him— and give nlm an opportunity to 
answer back.

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Stalemate Broken 


U NEXPECTEDLY, when it looked 
is If none of the disputants 
would budge an irifch, the impasse at 
• the Geneva conference on the law of 
I the sea appears to have been broken. 
!A willingness to compromise on fish- 
ling rights hat suddenly emerged 
Ifrom the hitherto adamantine atti- 
:tildes adopted by the nations chiefly 
:affected, and while the agreement 
•tentatively reached requires ratifica¬ 
tion by formal vote next week, the 
:probability it that It will win ap~ 
Iproval. 

I The discussion had developed into 
'M contest in which Canada was op¬ 
posed by the United Kingdom and 
the United States in alliance. Canada, 
accused at one time of hamstringing 
the conference by its inflexibility, 
•food out for the now well-known 
six-plus-six formula for fishing 
rights. The U.S. and U.K., both ex¬ 
tensive fishers in the outer six-mile 
strips of other nations, insisted that 
the right to do so should be preserved 
under a qualifying clause which 
would have granted to nations which 
traditionally and historically” had 
fished along foreign shores perpetual 
right of entry thereto. For Canada 
this would have meant virtual nullifi¬ 


cation of the protection for which It 
was striving. 

To reach an amicable settlement 
both Canada on the one hand and 
the U.S.-U.K. on the other had to 
give ground. The compromiae con¬ 
sists of agreement to the six-plus-six 
formula propounded by Canada, but 
with the proviso that for 10 years in¬ 
stead of forever those nations which 
had done so for the past five years 
would be permitted to fish between 
the six and 12-mile limits of other 
nations. This means that Canada will 
get everything it sought, but 10 years 
hence Instead of immediately. It Is a 
fair and reasonable delay in view of 
the serious economic effect sudden 
exclusion from grounds now freely 
fished would have on fiahing fleets 
of the UJt and U S. 

The compromise solution has 
been described as a diplomatic feat, 
and adding to pleasure over the re¬ 
sult is the fact that the nations 
chiefly affected all appear happy 
with it. Tf the same amity and the 
same willingness of disputants to 
meet onr another half way were 
manifested at the disarmament con¬ 
ference the world would have cause ^ 
to rejoice. 


‘The Navy’s Here’ 


TW/fHEN during the war the Ger- 
W man prison-ship Altmark was 
Intercepted by the RN the cry that 
resounded below decks among the 
Milor* held in bondage was “the 
Navy’s here’” In a different vein 
this sentiment might be echoed by 
Victorians with respect to the RCN. 

For the navy is also here, and a 
comforting assurance that is for the 
life of this area. A reminder of its 
economic value alone was given by 
Rear-Admiral Ravner In a talk this 
week on the RCN’s 50th anniversary 
and ita role in the defensive guard of 
the nation. Its ships and sailors are a 
vital factor in the prosperity of the ' 
district. 

The navy In fact Is Greater Vic¬ 
toria's biggest industry. Between 
uniformed and civilian personnel it 
comprises some 17 per cent of the 
total population. With a payroll of 
$2,500,060 a month and an annual 
outlay—Including wages, supplies 
and services of $38,000,000—it but¬ 


tresses the economic needs of the 
area. N°r does this figure include 
ship and shore construction or the 
complementary work of shipyards on 
naval vessels. 

It can easily be seen therefore 
how important the RCN Is to Vic¬ 
toria. and how disastrous it would 
be to the well-being of the whole 
community were there no Pacific 
Command here. In another and 
equally important sense, of course, 
the RCN belongs to this area. Its per¬ 
sonnel and their families are an in¬ 
tegral part of the general life of the 
community, respected as a group and 
bearing their share of the common 
local responsibilities. 

Since men in blue have been at 
Fsquimalt for a hundred years the 
cry that “the Navy’s here” Is 
stronger than an echo; It is a stand¬ 
ing reality. This is merely all the 
more reassuring as this area takes 
pride In Its naval citizens and realizes 
that it cannot do without them. 


Markets in United Kingdom 


A large and profitable market for 
Canadian products exists in 
Great Britain but Canadian manu¬ 
facturers seem unaware of it, Mr. 
R C. Butler. Canadian trade repre¬ 
sentative in the United Kingdom, as¬ 
serted in London this week, accord¬ 
ing to a Canadian Press dispatch 
from London. Mr. Butler said not 
enough interest had been taken in 
this market by manufacturers who 
could profit by the development of 
such connections overseas. If those 
are the facts, will the trade depart¬ 
ment itself lead the way towards an 
easy remedy? 

Not much has been made public 
~ in Canada on the surveys and find¬ 
ings of trade commissioners overseas. 
It is true that the information is on 
file and no doubt accessible on appli¬ 
cation to the department concerned 
and that trade comihissioners at 
times tour Canada giving a digest of 
1 their experiences abrpad. There, 
however, the effort from Ottawa ap¬ 
pears to end. There is too little prac¬ 
tical use made of the trade informa¬ 
tion so gathered.

U NITED STATES and Canadian 
diplomats welcome the W«t Gas¬ 
man decision to re-atudy and perhaps de¬ 
lay aeroplane# of plan* to speed up 
economic integration of Europe's si» 
country Common Market.

But UR. enthusiasm lor a speedup 
la Common Market integration, with 
lowering of tariffs inside the alliance and 
mising of some tariffs against non-mem¬ 
bers. may have been reduced by the 
strong warnings of Britain's Prime Min¬ 
ister Macmillan, coupled by expressions 
of fear by Canadian spokesmen 

The Common Market planned,to jnove 
up by 18 months proposals for a 30 per 
cent tariff cut for Ita member countries 
so that they would go into effect by next 
July 1. At the aama time beginnings of 
• common external tariff would emerge. 
A close look at these plartAgave some 
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Ludicrous Reports from Ottawa 


If Mr. Butler is correct, and he 
should be In a position to know, the 
department at Ottawa should ex¬ 
amine the matter and devise some 
more active means of spreading 
word of these trading opportunities, 
not only in the British martcet hut 
generally throughout the range of 
overseas trading areas. It can 
scarcely be contended that Canadian 
manufacturers as a whole would 
likely be indifferent to reliable ad¬ 
vices pointing out where new trade 
channels may he opened. 

Though Mr. Butler surmised that 
lack of interest amounting to apathy 
in this country might be due in part 
to some psychological factors, such 
as unawareness of the different over¬ 
seas markets and the opportunities, 
it Is more probable that the circula¬ 
tion of federal trade reports hfs been 
too limited and occasional to make 
a combined Impression on the numu-' 
facturers of the country. Canadian 
trade information is reliable and ef¬ 
ficient ; why is not more use made of 
it when it has been gathered? 


Canadian official* the impression Can¬ 
ada* market advantages in the Benelux 
countries and West Germany would be 

pared. 

Britain waa more concerned "because 
of her heavier dependence on European 
markets. When Macmillan came last 
month to work out a Joint nuclear test 
ban policy with President Eisenhower, 
there were reporta he also left a strong 
Impression with -Stats Secretary Herter 
that Britain might be forced eventually 
to lead a peripheral attack against any 
German-French economic alliance that 
tended to separate the^heart from the 
perimeter of Europe. 

While some controversy developed as 
to what Macmillan actually said. U la 
well established that UR. diplomats were 
surprised and a BIT shocked by the nature 
of Macmillan’s statements. 

Earlier. Eisenhower, ih meeting with 
German Chancellor Adenauer, had en¬ 
dorsed the idea behind a Common Mar¬ 
ket speed up. but apparently after Mac¬ 
millan's statement, there were second 
thoughts in the L .S. stfte department.

There is poetic justice In the 
way tha wheel has made a full 
turn, with the government uninten¬ 
tionally and unwittingly paying an 
unrecognized political debt by ap¬ 
proving Trans-Canada Pipe Lines' 
proposal to export gas to the UR. 

Certainly there is unquestionable 
common sense In the government s 
decision.

idle, many of them for years, be¬ 
cause of lack of markets. On the 
other * hand, American gas pro¬ 
ducers have proved pretty conclu¬ 
sively that they cannot keep pare 
with rapidly increasing UR. gas 
consumption. And we badly need 
more UR. dollars to cut down our 
$1,450,000,000 trade deficit with the 
UR. 

But the UR. $75,000,000 a year 
that will come to Canada as a re¬ 
sult of the exports Just authorized 
ioonly part, and probably the smal¬ 
ler part, of -the benefits that >wtll 
ultimately accrue. 

Beginning immediately, soma 
$200,000,000 will be Invested In con¬ 
struction of new tranmisslon pipe 
lines, followed by about $300,000,000 
to be invested in additional field de¬ 
velopment and gas processing facili¬ 
ties. This money, for labor and 
materials, spells new Jobs In an 
economy that, while prosperous, has 
not been able to provide jobs for 
everyone who wants to work. 

But the big boom will then be 
only starting. The dean, dry gas 
required for fuel Is obtained by 
stripping raw gas of sulphur and 
hydrocarbon byproducts. These 
byproducts form the raw materials 
for petrochemical plants. The pros¬ 
pective large scale export of fuel 
gas will open the way to the further 
large development of the petro¬ 
chemical industry in western Can¬ 
ada. 

Moreover, It would be naive to 
assume that the newly authorized 
exports, comprising about two thirds 
of Canada’s present surplus estab¬ 
lished reserves, will be all the Ameri¬ 
cans will want, or all we will want 
to sell them. Present gas discovery 
rates indicate that by 1966, and after 
making provision for much greater 
domestic consumption by then, en 
additional 40 trillion cubic feet of 
gas surplus to Canadian needs will 
have been found. This is more than 
six times as much gas as the govern¬ 
ment has now approved for export 
The United States is the obvious mar¬

The Packsack 


Management of the Wilds 


By GREGORY CLARK 


T HE cntch-as-catch can principle 
that has more or less dominated 
the life of a trapper la coming to 
an end in Canada. 

All over the country 
t h e "registered" 
trapline idea is de¬ 
veloping. By this 
system the crown 
lands, which are 
controlled - by tha 
governments, are 
surveyed Into areas 
a tingle man can 
trap with some hope of making his 
effort worth while. The character of 
the area, the present and possible fur¬ 
bearing population of it, the ease, 
with which it can be covered by one 
jnan. are taken into account. And 
these areas sVe awarded and regia- 
tered in tha name of the trapper. Tha 
trapline become*, in effect, hi* own 
fur farm, and nobody can poach or 
intrude. 


In Ontario, the system has been 
applied not only to the wilderness 
areas usually thought of as trap¬ 
pers' country, but also down in areas 
close to the heavily populated zone. 
In one such area of 160 square miles 
In Slmcoe County the registered trap- 
lines have produced In the past 11 
years over $90,000 worth of fur. That 
was what the trappers got. By the 
time that fur reached the final con¬ 
sumer. or wearer. Its value had In¬ 
creased greatly and had afforded 
livelihood to buyers, technicians, fac¬ 
tories and merchants. 

The chief merit of the registered 
trapline is that it inspires the con¬ 
servation attitude in the trapper. He 
crops tha fur. He is Interested In not 
only preserving but encouraging the 
fur bearers HI his area. It Is another 
big step In the intelligent "manage¬ 
ment” of the wilds.

Longer School Hours

S CHOOL children in Manitoba cur¬ 
rently spend an average of 27‘4 
hours a week in rlaaaes. Is this 
feally long enough to do justice to 
the work which should be covered 
in a school year? The Winnipeg 
school board thinks not; it would 
like to add an extra hour to each 
day of schooling — at least for 
aecondarv students. 

The case tor longer school hours 
has been gaining strength In recent 
years. Educationists say that there 
is not enough time to fit into the 
curncuiupn ail of the things which 
are desirable or needed for educe 5 
tion today. Thf so-called "core sub¬ 
jects’ are constantly under pressure 
from demands for ottaR courses. 


It may be argued, of course, that 
quality of education is more import¬ 
ant than quantity, that the problem 
is how to make proper use of the 
time already available. But this 1g- 
„ nores the real need for new sub¬ 
jects, and it is doubtful whether 
greater efficiency alone wdUld make 
up the equivalent of five extra 
hours of schooling a week. 

To be sure, the extiu hour each 
day could do more harm than good 
If it waa wasted in uninspiring 
courses, or If the present curriculum 
was spread out over a longer 
period. That, hqjstever. stresses the 
need for the efficiency which should 
be expected of school administrator* 
at all times; it cannot be accepted as 
an excuse lor refusing the eatra time. 


Washington Anglo 
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Symbol of 
Leadership

S EEING Adlai Stevenson at tha 
centre of a glittering government 
reception la the course of his Latin- 
American tour, 
surrounded by 
those eager to talk 
with- him, one of 
hia travelling com¬ 
panions later asked 
him If he had any 
formula for solv¬ 
ing the kind of 
social dilemma 
t that frequently en¬ 
traps the visiting lion. 

What do you do when you are 
caught by two or three persistent 
bores and the conversation run* thin? 
Yes, said the r e so irt rAful Stevenson, 
he did have an answer. You tell them 
you are interested in such-and-such a 
problem and ask If there la anyone 
in the room who can give you Infor¬ 
mation on It With this they must to 
all courtesy lead you away to some¬ 
one else. 

As in every part of tha world ho 
has visited since 1952. Stevenson was 
received on his 12nation Latin Ameri¬ 
can tour not only with courtesy and 
elaborate official protocol but with 
remarkablt interest and curiosity. 
Twice defeated for the presidency, 
holding no public office for nearly 
eight years, lie has nevertheless re¬ 
mained a symbol of what American 
leadership can mean In intellect* 
Idealism and courage. 


It la because he has continued to 
symbolize these same qualities for 
millions of Americans that, despite all 
his disclaimers, he must still be con¬ 
sidered a candidate for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for president. 
Little or no Stevenson organization 
exists today—certainly none with hia 
sanction. But even the old pros In 
the party, who are mostly in opposi- 
tion to him, agree that by a kind of 
spontaneous combustion organization 
would quickly come Into being If he 
were to emerge anew as a likely com¬ 
promise choice of the convention to 
Los Angeles. 

For this reason the speeches he la 
to make in the weeks ahead hold 
more than ordinary interest The first 
is on April 12 Founders Day at tha 
University of Virginia. Given the set¬ 
ting Stevenson's admirers are looking 
for a literary political triumph that 
will spark a new flame. 

Ten days later ha addresses tha 
American Society of Newspaper Edi¬ 
tors in Washington and a month after 
that ha ia the speaker at the centen¬ 
nial observance of Northwestern Uni¬ 
versity's law school. Of the requests 
to speak that pour in to his office in 
Chicago he accepts perhaps one out 
of a hundred. 


If Stevenson were to be nomin¬ 
ated for a third time he would be the 
second man In history to receive this 
uncertain honor from a major party. 
Tha two-time loser bogey Is the on# 
moat often raised by the professional 
politicians opposing him. 

The thought of Adlai Stevenson 
following In the footsteps of Williams 
Jennings Bryan whom the Democrats 
chose to make a third and vain try 
for the p re si dency has comic over¬ 
tones. The two could hardly be more 
opposite Bryan was impassioned, for- 
senic, solemn, puritanical, forbidding, 
rustic, declamatory even to small 
. * gatherings. Stevenson la urbane, 
humorous, fun - loving, modest, 
friendly, sophisticated, witty, under¬ 
stated even In his public addresses. 

Last summer one of his friends 
and business associates, William Ben¬ 
ton. chartered a 100-foot yacht to taka 
a party of friends cruising for six 
weeks in the western Mediterranean. 
While the company changed from 
port to port Stevenson was aboard for 
most of the cruise enjoying himself 
hugely. Toward the end he regaled a 
dinner party by putting on a’aide- 
splitting Imitation of Benton and no 
one laughed herded than the host. 


It !' characteristic of Stevenson 
that instead of returning to this 
country when his Latin American trip ' 
ended ia ('araces. Venezuela, ha chose 
to steal five days of relaxation with 
his old friends, Mr. and Mrs. Ronald 
Tree of Lxrndon and New York, at 
their beautiful place in the Barbados, 

One of the complaints af the proa 
la that they cannot work with Stev¬ 
enson. He simply does not talk their 
language. And. as two campaigns 
have demonstrated, he is much more 
interested in the company of witty 
and charming women than in Car¬ 
mine DeSapio or Harry Truman. 

After a big rally In Madison 
.Square Garden, when a close huddlo 
with the old warriors was called for, 
Stevenson would he enjoying himself 
with congenial friends to Mrs. Albert 
LAsker's drawing room. 

He has changed surprising littl# 
in the 12 years since he was, to hia 
own great surprise, elected governor 
of Illinois by a majority of nearly 
half a million. Beneath the urbane 
surface he Is the same serious thinker 
profoundly concerned for' the future 
of mankind in s world of nuclear 
axmaments.

At chairman of the Victoria Committee tor the World 
Refugee Yesr I should like to clear up some misunder¬ 
standings about the plans for help to refugees. The aim* 
of our committee are as follows 

111 To focus attention on the plight of refugees. 

(2) With this publicity, to help voluntary agencies 
already engaged in refugee work to raise more money 
than would normally be likely. 

<3» To collect money for the United Nations high 
commissioner for refugees' special fund < which Is to ha 
used to help settle 19,000 refugees who have now been 
In the camps for more than 10 years). 

All money collected by the Victoria committee will 
go to the UN high commissioner to help with this camp 
clearance program. Moat of these refugees wjg prefer 
to settle In the countries m which they now are, especially 
as their children will have been going to local schools and 
will know' the local language. 

Our committee has no connection with the program 
tinder which Canada la taking tubercular refugees 
although of course we approve of It. Our sole purpose 
la to give individuals and groups in Victoria a chance to 
share In this world wide humanitarian effort In which 
the peoples of 69 countries are already working. So far 
Canada hat done less than a number of other comparable 
countries such as Sweden, Norway or Holland. 

The Department of Citizenship and Immigration has 
• booklet indicating how individuals or groups can par¬ 
ticipate in bringing particular refugee families to Canada. 
That program, however. Is handled directly by thf 
department and our committee is not directly involved.

Wildlife Threatened 

The efforts of the entomologists and forest biologists 
to produce a spray which will control harmful insects are 
very worth while, and the article In the April 7 Colonist 
with reference to the Ambrosia beetle was interesting, 

In a paper recently published by the forest biology 
laboratory in Victoria, giving an account of the spraying 
of l*Mmo acres of up-Island forest In the summer of 
1997 with DDT to control the black headed budworm. 
h is reported that although every care was taken to 
avoid rivers and lakes, the mortality of the cohoe fry. 
trout and young steel heads ranged from zero to almost 
complete annihilation. Alao that the aquatic insects 
suffered In like measure, with the result that the pro¬ 
ductivity of these waters may not return to adequate far 
several years. 

In neither of these reporta was any mention made 
of the effects of the spraying on the wild life In general 
— the breeding ducks, the small birds and the beneficial 
Insects. The fish, we know, are Important. Fish mean 
tourists and tourists mean money, hut the bird* and wild 
life of the forests are also very important. The end result 
of this spraying may be disastrous.

If you didn’t get around to the 
Rock Garden straw at Crystal Garden 
last night, I want to urge you to try 
to make it today. The show Is open 
Horn 10 o'clock this morning until 
9-30 tonight and. In my opinion, this 
is the best show of its kind bi Canada. 

Certainly If you have any Idea of 
fating started on a rock garden 
thla year, you owe It to yourself to 
visit the show and see some of the 
exquisite alpine gems that can be 


One useful thing about a rock gar¬ 
den is the fact that you don’t need a 
huge estate or a lot of room to in 
dulge In this hobby. Most of the 
choice alpine* require very little 
space, and you can accommodate 
quite an ample collection In an area a 
few yards each way. Another thing— 
you don’t have to get the whole thing 
planted up In a few short weeks. 

„_4 * *• 

Alpine plants raised and sold in 
pots can be set out almost any time of 
the year, although there is perhaps a 
slight edge In favor of spring. Visit 
the show, make notes of the subjects 
you wou ld like to grow, then sketch 


out your planting scheme The plants 
themselves ran he ordered a few at a 
time, aa you can afford them. 

A natural slope forma the Ideal 
■Ho for a rock garden but. If you are 
on flat ground, it Isn’t particularly 
difficult to build up a raised ana of 
stone and soil. Don’t forget, too. that 
Rlan’t necessary to haves “rock- 
*Hf~ -how I detest that word in 
order to grow alpine plants. A soil- 
retaining wall of rock la Idea] for 
many of these plants, and they can 
aven be grown “on the flat ” One 
food friend of mine, without room 
for a rock garden proper, simply put 
op an eight inch wall of stones snd 
small boulders around her slightly 
folaed rose bed. snd grows a most In¬ 
teresting collection of slpine plants In 
the crevices. 

* ♦ * 

In planning your atpipe garden, do 
remember to allow a bit of space for 
some of the small bulbs, for some 
of these are absolute gems. In plant¬ 
ing alpine*, don’t Just bung them aU 
in the same way. but read up on each 
one to find out something about Its 
natural habitat and try to make It 
feel at home. 

Add leaf mould to the noil pockets 


for the moisture lovers, grit and 
small gravel to those that require 
perfect drainage, limestone chips for 
the Uifte-lovers. peat for the heathers 
and dwarf rhododendrons. G en e ra lly 
speaking, alpine plants are accustom 
ed to scratch for their living, with 
pretty slim pickings in the way of 
plant food, so these la no need to 
enrich the soil with fertilisers before 
planting.

I notice quite a lot of work going 
on around <own In the way of pre¬ 
paring new lawns for sowing snd In 
some rases, I think the home owner is 
going to ton much trouble. A case In 
point Is a new home just a few blocks 
from me where the man of the house 
Is busy sifting every bit of topsoil 
through s fine screen before spread¬ 
ing It on the lawn site. 

Did you ever notice how difficult 
It is to keep grass from growing In 
a gravel driveway? Ever since I first 
thought about this, I have favored 
lota of stones snd gravel in the lawn 
site xbd I think It Is bad business to 
sift them all out. Finely-powdered 
sol! without any stones will park 
down Into an Impenetrable crust 
after the first rain.
